More particularly since the world war. have we all been called 
ipon to post ourselves with the world news daily. 
In a great 
measure much of this is distracting because it is so scattering. 
It 
seem s to mimify affairs at home, in our own country, and spread 
us out over “all creation.” 
The sixty-sixth Congress of the United States convened at 
noon Monday for its third and final session, with, as autstanding 
noon Monday for its third and final session, with, as outstanding 
events, the attendance at the Senate session of President-elect 
Warren G. Harding and the presentation Tuesday of President 
W ilson’s message. 
The former a leading member of the Repub­ 
lican party, and the latter an aggressive member of the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
With the contest of these two m ajor parties so recently in 
mind, would it not be a good time for us to refresh our minds as 
to all the parties that have existed in the 
country 
since 
its 
formation. 
Perhaps much of the history of parties, will be news to 
many of us. and it ought to be interesting to all of us. 
During the Revolutionary war there was a quasi-division of 
the Colonial population into W higs and Tories— the form er sup- 
portiog the struggle for independence and 
the latter favoring 
England. After that war, W ashington, a Whig, was chosen presi­ 
dent as a matter of course. 
His was a coalition governm ent but 
differences soon developed in his cabinet. 
Hamilton favored a 
strong central government while Jefferson championed local gov­ 
ernment and popular rights. 
The followers of Ham ilton were 
known as Federalists, and those of Jefferson as Republicans. 
The latter changed their name first to the Republican-Demo­ 
cratic party, and later to plain Democratic. 
The Federalists got most of their support from the Northern 
-tates, which leaned to manufacturing, while the Dem ocrats had 
their stronghold in the South, which had cheap slave labor and 
abundant raw m aterials. 
The lines of division were th u s largely 
.'ectional and economic, based on the pocketbook. The fed eralists 
when in power pa&sed the alien and sedition and other unpopular 
laws and they were driven out of powder when Jefferson came 
into the presidency in 1801. 
They committed another error by 
opposing the War of 1812; this sealed their doom as a party and 
left the field almost undisputed to the Democrats for m any years. 
Monroe, a Democrat, in his m essage to congress 
in 1823, an­ 
nounced the famous Monroe doctrine, which has survived till 
today and which proved one of the stumbling-blocks to the Wilson 
peace treaty.
